The facts necessary to be stated are
substantially s follows :

The plaintiff in 1861, rented the two
storehouses, for the wuse and occupation
of which this sait is brought, to one Jo~
seph Bwan, the testator of Morris, and
Harrison, for the year 1861, for the sum
of $:!,4Ll5; the renting to cxpire on the
2k of December, 1861. About the
time of the expiration of the renmting,
the plaintiff, who resided in Sumner
county, came to Nashville and tried to
got Bwan to deliver to him the posses-
ston of the houses, stating to him that
he had rented them for the year 1862 to
Gilkeson, ete. Swan did not deliver the
possession but informed the plaintiff
that they eonld move in ; that he wonld
not be in their way. He was told that
they would not move in, unless he would
move out; soveral applications were

made to the plainGfl’ to get the posses-

sion with like results. Swan continued

to oceupy one of the houses until the

spring of 1362 s a storehouse. In the
winter or spring of the year 1862, the rce!

of the house oceupied by McCrory fell in,

and he removed lis desk to the house in
which Swan resided—one of the store-
houses was cccupied by the defendant
Armstrong for the year 1862, Thereis
no proof in the record to show any occu-

pation by MeCrory for the year 1862, ex-
cept he kept his desk in the room occu-
pied by Swan, and was abont the prem-

ises frequently. The courl charged the

jury in substance: If the defendants, or

gither of them, leased the storehouses, as

alleged in the declarntion, under & special
contract, he or they would bo liable ac-
cording to the terms of the contract ; that
if the defendants, oreither of them, went
into the possession with the acquiescence
of the plaintiff, and used and oecupied the

houses, they would be liable—il there

Was uo contract with cither de-

fendant—but, if Swau had rented for
1861, at which time his renting expired,

and he failed 10 give possession, and held
over by permission of the plaintilf; or if
b stated to plaintiff kis tenants could
inove inal any time, yel Swan remained
thera in one or both of the houses a short

time, or used snd occupied the same with-
out contract, Swan would be boand for
what time he so remained and occupied
the houses for reasonable rent; and, if,

while ha so occapied one or both of the

houses, the defendant Armstrong moved

in and occupied one or both of sad houses
for the year 1862, he (Armstrong) would

Lie liable for & ressonable remt for the

year, or for the time he used and occupied
the same. The pleintiff’s counsel re-

quested the court to charge the jury
that if the ples of the defendant, Me-
Crory, shows a contract for the renting of
the houses for 1862, the replication admits
that this being so, no other proolis neces-
sary to prove the contract. The instruc-
tions were refused by the court. The
court instructed the jury, the plea of non
assumpsit being in, throws the onuson
the plaintiif proving his cause. That
part of his Honor’s charge, to which ex-
ception is taken is, in which he states to
the jury, “If Swan stated to the plaintifl
that his tenants could move inat any time;
yet, if said Swan remaimed there a ghort
time, in oneor both houses, or used and
occupied the same without contract, he
would be bound for the house he so re-
mained and ofcupied for a reasonable
rent” This part of the charge we think
erroncous. Where the letting 18 from
year to year, or for & year, if the tenant
holds over, the landlord may elect to treat
him as & tenant irom year (o year; or,
where the renting 18 for a shorter period,
and he holds over, he will be deemed to
hold upon the terms upon which he en-
tered, and the landlord is entitled to re-
cover the valuo of the rent as fixed by
the terms of the orizinal econtract upon
which the lease was made. 1t is the
duty of a tensut, at the expiration of his
term of leasing, to restors the possession
to the landlord. Hecannot impose terms
upon him as to the possession of thoe
property. To svoid the liability the law
throws npon bim, he must surrender the
possession.

Il he refuses to gait, the land-
lord will not be justified in resorling (o
force to put him out. He may cither resort
to his legal remedy 1o get the posscssion,
or treat him as u tensnt. The tenant
must, al the expiration of tha term, give

A few days befors the raid the cilizens
had orgamized a company to kesp Lhe
pesce.

ROASTED TO DEATH.

A Sheeking and Mysterious Aflair.
A man named John Britt came to
his death on Saturday night, at Wil-
mington, Delaware, under the most
horrible ¢ircumstances, having been
literally roasted alive. He was a
workman at J. V. Rice & Co.'s Phe-
nix Iron Foundery, where he has
been employed seven or eight years.
He has heen a steady, industrious
man, and not muech addicted to
drink, except that he would ocea-
sionally go on a spree on Saturday
nights. He had charge of the sta-
ble *ad of the Youndry, earrying
the keys:
At about a guarler before eleven,
deceased went to Robinson’s restan-
rant, near the fouudry, where he got
something to eat. " He stayed there
until about & ¢narter after eleven,
and then went out with a man, to
whom he stood talking until twelve
o'clock. He remarked that he saw
a light in the foundry, and wonld go
and see what it was. That was the
last seen of him until his children
went into the foundry on Sunday
morning to hunt him asd found his
burning body. They ran for the
foreman, Mr. Harvey, who went
dbwn to the foundry immeidiately,
and found Britt's body lying in the
trench agninst a red hot casting, the
body in & blaze and one leg partly
burned off, so that there was no
sien whatever of the lower part of
it, exeept the sole of his boot. This
trench had bheen dug the night be
fure nround the rim of a large Qy-
wheeP just cast, so a3 o exposé it
to the air and let it cool fast. De-
ceased kuew the wheel was there,
and saw the trench being dug. How
he ever zotinto the trench, with one
side pressed up against the red-hot
iron, i a mystery. Though he had
been drinking, he does not appear
to have been so drank as to be an-
able to contral his own movements,
while he was so familiar with the
foundry that he could go about il at
night without a lamp.
The affair is as myslerious as it is
horrible. The baody, hurned of all
semblance to humanity, almost, was
taken to the deceased’s residence.
The Coroner held an inquest on it
but elicited no facts beyond those
stated. DBritt was a nalive of lre-
land; has lived in this country sev-
eral years, and leaves a wife and a
number of small children, who were
dependent on him for support.—

ALMOST A PRISONER,

A Serap of t“:i:- History —How
_ Near Grani Came belns Capiarad,

A correspondent of the Cincin-
nati Times narrates the following ine
eident of the late war;

In the summer of 1865, husiness
of an important character called me
to Louisa, Ky., a small county town,
loeated some thirty miles np the Big
Sandy river. On arriving there I
presented to Col. Mimms, the com-
mander of the place, my recom
mendations, which were of such a
character as to cause me to be placed
in one of the nicest rooms in the
only hotel of the burg, which was
also the headquarters of all officers.
One day I noticed Col. Mimms talk-
ing with an officer of the Rebel army
who had come in and given himself
up. Mimms, seeing me, called me
up and introduced the stranger as
Gen. Korns, Iately in command of
Jeukins' famous Virginia Cavairy.
A few minutes’ conversation was
enongh to recall guite 2 number of
battles in which we had heen muta-
ally engazed, though with our faces
turned toward each other. Learning
that he was without accommodations
I cordially invited him to share my
room with me, an invitation that he
was not slow in accepting, as his
quiet demeanor and natural modesty
led him to avoid being an object of
curiosity for the mauny blue-coals
who Lad never had the pleasure of
seeinga * Johnny'' before. After
arriving in my room and drinking
several glasses of water ( 7) together,
we ngain sat down and recalled our
hardships sud efforts in behall of
our respective causes.

After musing for a wmoment Lo
himsell, the General looked up and
said, “I came very near giving this
war a different wermipation.” Saoch
an assertion from n man whom I
know of few words, excited my
areatest eoriosity, and 1 told him

Thus the game slipped
through my hands, and Isoon after-
ward learned that the officer was
Grant.”
